SHE IT WAS WHO PREVENTED

Then the Young Wcman Thought She

Committed Suicide,

USTEND, Belgium, Ang. 2.--Gertrude 
Stockton is dead. She was an American 
and the queen of the artists’ models of 
Paris. destiny was more sad than 
hers, noffoul more susceptible to all the 
exquisit# little tortures of a life which con- 
etantly misfitted her aspirations. 
“Poor Gertrude Stockton!" was the way 
her friends always referred to her; she suf- 
fered so much and said so little. 
Gertrude Stockton committed suicide. 
She was spending the summer in Ostend 
with an American woman, Mrs. Stock- 
bridge. Last Saturday her bedy was washed 
'@shore at Middelkerke, a small bathing sta- 
tion about six miles south of Ostend. 
Miss Stockton met in Ostend the man she 
had loved for two years or more. That 
man, upon whom Miss Stockton had al- 


waye looked as the one who should ulti- 
muately make her a happy wife, took her 
to a cafe where several of his comrades 
had bidden some Parisian svubrettes, and 
before the night was over he had made her 
ne of their class. 
"The next day the courage the girl had 
often shown suddenly gave way. In the 
immensity of vet sorrow she summoned 
eath to her relief. 
Pirinede Stceckton was one of the most 
beautiful women that lived. This was the 
opinion of all who had ever met her, the 
opinion (to cite one among 4 hundred ar- 
tists) of vis de Chavannes. 

With such beauty as hers the world ts at 
any woman's feet, and no feminine whim 
peed go unsatisfied. But she preferred 
honest work, for she was dainty of instinct. 
When she could no longer go in the world 
knowing herself to be pure, she preferred 
to die. 

Her mother, who came from a good fam- 
4iv of Kentucky, married at 16 a prosper. 
ous cotton broker of New Orleans. e 
father and mother did not agree very long. 
After a few months Mr. Stockton went to 
raise cattle in Dakota—alone. 

Mrs. Stockton was barely 18—a mere child. 
Disowned by her father, to whom she tried 
to return, she and her baby returned to 
New Orleans. 


There she boldly faced society and cast 
off all restraint or scruples. Ome day her 
husband, who had then established him- 
self comfortably in Mexico, went back to 
New Orleans to settle his affairs. Among 
the first people he met on Canal street was 
his wife, prettier than ever. The same 
evening husband and wife were speeding 
together on the Sunset Limited toward the 
new home in Mexico. 

Down in Mexico there was a new honey- 
moon for the Stocktons. It seems to have 
lasted just so long as the young woman 
did not know enough Spanish to under- 
stand what the caballeros were driving at.

ANGELES ATTACKED AND TAKEN 
BY MACARTHUR. 


CUR LOSS WAS FOURTEEN MEN. 


The Enemy Driven From Intrench- 
ments by the Twelfth Infantry 
and First Artillery. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Another sharp 
engagement between MacArthur’s com- 
mand and the insurgents was reported to 
the War Department, in the following dis- 
patch from Gen. Otis: 

Manila, Aug. 16.—MacArthur’s troops oc- 
cupy the country from Candallia to a point 
near Angeles, thence toward Porac, taking 
within his line Santa Arite, Guagua and 
Bacolor. 

Col. Smith, with 10 companies of the 
Twelfth Infantry and two guns of the First 
Artillery, attacked today the enemy's in- 
trenchments on the outskirts of Angeles, 
estimated at 2500, driving them north and 
inflicting upon them a reported loss of 200 
killed and wounded. Our loss was two 
kiiled and 12 wounded. 

On the lith inst. Gen, Young’s troops, 
consisting of detachments of the Fourth 
Cavalry, Twenty-first, Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth Infantry, drove the insurgents 
northeast of Manila through Maraquina 
and San Mateo into the mountains, re- 
turning the following day. A column of 
insurgents, 500 strong, descending the road 
east of Baliuag for the purpose of taking 
the railway, was driven by our Baliuag and 
Quinga troops and routed yesterday. This 
force is in full retreat norihward, carrying 
a number of the'r wounded officers. <An- 
gelies will be permanently occupied at once.

Injunction Suits Against the 
Police Board. 


TO HEAD OFF HARRY HAWES. 


PROCEEDING AGAINST THE ELES- 
TION BOARD. 


Republicans Have Gone Into the Cir- 
cuit Court to Prevent the En- 
forcement of the Recent 
State Legislation. 


The Republicans of St. Louis have taken 
the initiative in the legal testing of the 
new police and election laws. 


HARRY B. HAWES. 
Three suits were filed Wednesday morn- 
ing to that end. Two of them are for in- 
junctions to prevent the enforcement of the

from organizing a police board under the 
new law, and from carrying out the pro- 
visions of that law. 

One of the election law suits is brought 
at the instance of Dr. Emil Preetorius, 
Louls P. Aloe and others. The other is 
filed in the name of the State of Missouri, 
at the relation of Theodore C. Eggers, Cir- 
cult Attorney, against James McCaffery, 
Hugh J. Brady, against Julius Wurzburger, 
and James McCaffery, Lawrence D. Kings- 
land and George J. Kobusch, In this suit 
the State of Missouri will have to bear the 
costs if the plaintiff loses. 

The police suit is filed by City Couns3elor 
Schnurmacher in the name of tie city, 
against Harry B. Hawes, A. C. Stuever, 
Otto E. Forster and William E. Atmore. 

Judge Withrow granted an injunction, but 
set no date for a return by the defendants. 
Under this arrangement the suit goes on 
the regular docket, and the defendants are 
enjoined in the meantime from further pro- 
cedure under the law. 

Plaintiff asks for an injunction to pre- 
vent defendants from organizing as a po- 
lice board and from in any way carrying 
into execution a ‘“‘pretended’’ act of the 
General Assembly, approved March 15, 1899. 

The petition recites that it is a municipal 
corporation in control of streets, aileys, 
parks and public institutions, and that it 
owns certain station houses, a fire alarm 
te‘egraph syetcm, call boxes and telephones; 
that on or about July 19 the Governor ap- 
pointed the defendants Police Commission- 
ers under a “pretended” act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly; that this act authorizes 
them to orgatiize into a police board, elect 
officers, purchase station houses, offices 
and furniture without limitation: that it 
authorizes them to.appoint police officers 
and employes without iimit except that they 
éhall not appoint less than 80 patrolmen, 
2) probationary patrolmen, 25 detectives 
and 3 turnkeys; that the Mayor of the city 
has declined to act with the defendants in 
the organization of this board, but that 
they disregard his refusal and are threat- 
ening to put the law into effect. Plain- 
tiffs complain that if they are allowed to 
do so. great pubic confusion and mischief 
will result. Piéintiff declares that the ‘“‘pre- 
tended” act is wholly void; that it is in 
violation of the conatitutions of the United 
States and Miseouri; that it delegates to 
the board the right to create offices and 
to impose taxes and deprives the city of 
the right of lccal] self-government. 
‘Plaintiff uherefore prays that defendants, 
and each of them, may be restrained and 
enjoined from proceeding to organize as a 
board of police, and from in uny way in- 
terfering with, demanding or taking con- 
trol, supervision or managerment of the 
streets, alley, wharves, parks, public 
squares or public buildings uf the city of 
St. Louis, or of its police station houses, po- 
lice records, furniture, fire alarm telegraph 
system, watch boxes, cal. boxes, wacons 
or horses, and from appolintiug, enrelling 
or equipping a police force or officers or 
men under or by virtue of said pretended 
act, and from discharging the officers and 
men now composing an! constituting the 
police force of the city cf St. Louis; from 
attempt ng to create any indebtedness or oD- 
ligation in beha.f of said vliy of St. Louis; 
also from demanding any approprietions 
out of the City Treasury; and that pend- 
ing a final hearing herein, defendants, and 
each of them, may 


strained and enjoined from doing the sev- 
eral acts, or any of them; that plaintf 
recover of defendants its cos.s *erein, and 


‘that it have such other and further reiief 


in the premises as may be meet, just and 
proper.’ 

This suit was referred to Judge With- 
row. No date has been set for a hearing. 

Vice-President Harry B. Hawes of the 
Police Board said: 

“Two of our attorneys, Messra. Judson 
and Kern, are out of the city. I would 
rather not discuss the proceeding, but I 
will say that I do not fear the outcome. 
I am giad it has been instituted so early, 
as we will get a decision that much 
sooner.”’

LABORI HAS GROWN WORSE 


The Wounded Lawyer Does Not Know 
the Trial Has Not Been 
Postponed. 


RENNES, Aug. 16, 5 p.m.—The corre- 
spondent here of the Associated Press has 
just returned from a visit to M. Labori, 


who is lying at the residence of Prof. 
Basch, an old, rambling house, situated 
in a walled garden on the outskirts of 
Rennes. He found, unfortunately, that the 
wounded lawyer was worse. A slight fever 
has returned, 

The X-ray photos are now being devel- 
oped, so the position of the bullet is not 
yet known. 

Mme. Labori is beginning to feel the ef- 
fects of the nervous shock and fatigue. 

M. Hill, secretary of M. Labori, said it 
had not been thought advisable to inform 
the patient to-day of the refusal of the 
president of the court-martial to adjourn 
the sessions in view df the counsel's con- 
dition. 

The decision of Col. Jouaust not to ad- 
journ the court has created a very bad im- 
pression in Dreyfusard circies, and pessi- 
mistic predictions are being made as to the 
outcome of the trial. It is pointed out that 
the decision of the members of the court 
not to adjourn being unanimous shows that 
not one of the judges is well disposed to- 
wards the prisoner. 


Dreyfus has written two letters to M. La- 
bori. The first, on hearing the news of the 
attempt to murder the lawyer, is a spon- 
taneous expression of shocked feelings; ihe 
second is a touching epistle, expressing the 
prisoner’s keenest regrets at the dastardly 
Outrage, profound gratitude toa M. Labori 
for his heroic championship and heartfelt 
wishes for his happy recovery. 


SYNDICATE ASSASSINATION. 


Prominent Frenchmen Discuss Events 
in the Dreyfus Tragedy. 
PARIS, Aug. 16.—The Paris papers teem 
with articles for and against Dreyfus. The 


pee of Labori has intensified the feel- 
ing on both sides. 

Joseph Reinach writes: ‘‘The shooting of 
Labori will warm up the atmosphere of 
the court, as it has disgusted honest men. 
The attempted assassination is not the out- 
come of a weak mind; this part of a gen- 
eral plan is cold-blooded, premeditated and 
paid for. 

‘The crime syndicate of assassination 
feared Labori and wanted his’ life and his 
documents. The same men are responsible 
for the razor which cut Henry’s throat; 
for the rope which hung Locrinier and the 
pistol that shot Labori. 

“History furnishes no example of crime 
as atrocious. 
‘The plot 
if acquitted. 
“The murderers who ordered the assassin- 
ation will yet be caught. No compromise 
verdict is possible now.- The judge who 
hitherto would have been willing to throw 
a sop to the anti-Dreyfusards will now 
make concessions. They stole Labori’s pa- 
pers to feed the dossier. My letter, which 
was among the stolen documents, will not 
give the dossier much nourishment. It wil] 
doubtless be claimed by the murder party 
that the ‘Anglo-German syndicate’ hired 
the man to shoot Labori in order to create 

sympathy for Dreyfus.

No Answer Comes to Great 
Britain’s Demand. 


THE ARMY IS READY TO MOVE. 


AN EMERGENCY FORCE OF 30,000 
MEN UNDER ARMS. 


Condition of Great Anxiety in the 
Transvaal, and the Expectation 
of War Is in Every 
Man’s Mind. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—The Transvaal situa- 
tion is unchanged, according to all obtain- 
able official information, but the continued 
delay of the Boer angwer to Great Brit- 
ain’s demand for a joint inquiry as to the 
effect upon the Outlanders of the proposed 
franchise reform measures makes matters 


look more serious. 

The war office has completed its prep- 
arations for an emergency force of 30,000 
men to be ready to leave within a week. 
Fast steamers for their transportation are 
waiting orders. It is said that the Gren- 
adier Guards, now at Gibraltar, and (the 
Twenty-first Lancers, now in Egypt, may 
be sent to South Africa in addition to the 
other regiments which have already been 
ordered there. 


EXPECTING AN EXPLOSION. 


Well-Drawn Picture of Condition in 
the Transvaal. 
LONDON, Aug. 16.—A correspondent at 


Johannesburg writes: 
“War itself could not be as bad for Jo- 


hannesburg as the present state of sus- 
yense and waiting. Nobody will buy any- 
thing from a paper of pins to a thousand 
horse-power dynamo until “after the war is 
over.” This is the phrase on everybody's 
lips. Houses are closed and deserted. 
Streets are half empty. Clerks in shops 
wait listlessly for the customer who never 
comes. 

“Albove the town the fort looms, stocked 
with food and ammunition sufficient for a 
vear’s siege, its guns trained on the city 
itself. The city watches the fort and the 
fort watches the city and each wonders 
what the other is going to do—for the fort 
is Boer and the city English. 

“Up in Pretoria Oom Paul wrestles with 
his councilors and with the Lord, whom 
the Boers have appropriated and domiciled 
in the Transvaal. The former are divided 
among themselves, some counseling liber- 
ality and moderation; others urging firm- 
ress and no further concessions. The 
Lord’s advice is not published, but to judge 
from appearances it is, ‘Buy guns, ammu- 
nition and provender, and let the future 
show what to do with them.’ 

‘In England the South African capitalists 
are stirring up the great English machine 
to work for their ends, while Chamberlain 
is counting on using the capitalists for his 
imperial schemes, and Cecil Rhodes hopes 
to use both elements to promote a war 
which shall divert public attention from 
the failure at Rhodesia. The Liberals and 
Irish are stirring a little in opposition and 
the Dutch of the Cape and the Free State 
are beginning to ask: ‘Is blood thicker 
than water?’ x 

“The last but not the least interesting or 
important feature in the situation fs that 
the dusky aborigines on the outskirts of 
the scene are beginning to seethe with their 
long suppressed hatred of the whites and 
lust for killing. Perhaps their time has 
come, they say, to win back their land and 
their freedom to be as savage as they like. 
Every week whole troops and tribes of 
boys are deserting the mines and returning 
to their people. 

“The Basutos southwest of us have a 
well-drilled army of 30,000 warriors, armed 
with modern firearms and mounted on ex- 
cellent horses. The Zulus to the southeast 
are nearly as well off, while to the north 
the Matabeles, Swazies and kindred tribes 
are biding their time. Their ge 
hatred is the Boers. but when killing time 
comes anything that is white will do.’’

The soldier re- 
mained in his corner, and the four others 
huddled at their end. 

Thus the occupants of the car rode for 
an hour or more, no one speaking. 

The speed of the train began to slacken. 
The robbers arose and climbed out of the 
end door, one bv one. 

. The train came to a stop.

The soldier 
spoke to the two men. They said they 
were William Mahoney of Virginia, Ill., and 
Robert Jackson of Bowling Green, Mo.

The soldier ig inured to the sight of 
death in horribl@ form. He saw carnage on 
ihe battle field, horrible sight& that sicken, 
but the murder on the train was more awe- 
gpome to him than the horrors of war. He 
told the story to the Post-Dispatch while 
awaiting the arrival of Chief Campbell. 

He told a plain story of facts In proper 
pequence without attempt at graphic recl- 
tal, but the tale was the more thrilling be- 
cause of the simple style. 

The soldier sald he was 
home at Princeton from Kansas City. To 
pave money he decided to make his way 
on freight gtrains. He climbed !nto a boa 
ear at Kansas City Monday morning. A 
brakeman discovered him and for 25 cents 
gave him permission to ride to Roodhouse. 

The soldier was the sole occupant of the 
car during Monday. Little progress was 
mado that day. During the night two 
youths, “pparentliy 17 or 18 years old, 
climbed into the car, The soldier frater- 
nized with them. The train stopped at

THE. DEAD FOUND EVERYWHERE 
AS THE FLOOD SUBSIDES. 


FIGURING UP THE LOSS OF LIFE. 


Gen. Davis Says That the Disaster Is 
Greater Than at First 
Reported. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Aug. 16.—Com- 
munication with the distressed districts is 
still only partly open. 

Arecibo was devastated by the hurricane 
and later was flooded by the Arecibo and 
Manati Rivers. Two hundred bodies have 
already been recovered and hundreds here 
are missing. It is thought they were swept 
into the sea. The town was inundated toa 
depth of six feet. After the water sub- 
sided the dead were found lying every- 
where. The bodies were buried on the 


spots where they were found. 

The town ts now rapidly filling up with 
Starving persons from ‘the country. 

Only four soldiers were drowned, but all 
are without shelter. 

Capt. McComb and his men did valiant 
service in saving life. nen persons were 
rescued from floating wreckage. A thou- 
sand head of cattle were lost there. 

At Nacanzito twent rsons are known 
to have been killed. thousand are home- 
less and starving. Moravis is totally de- 
stroyed. 

At Clales twenty persons were killed. 
Many are a at Barcejonita. Seven 
residents were killed. At Cayey the death 
rollis at least ninety. 

It is impossible to estimate loss of life 
and property in the country districts. 
Every river is still swollen and passage 
is well nigh impossible. 

The crops are totally destroyed. Children 
are dying by hundreds from starvation and 
exposure. All the people are flocking to 
Bayamon for food and shelter. 

A courler has just arrived here from 
Yabuca. He says that the town was de- 
molished by the storm. Already eighty 
bodies have been recovered and it is esti- 
mated that 200 perished. Many are 
wounded, 

Medical assistance is scarce in all parts 
of the island. What makes the present 
distress greater is the fact that a month 
ago all public improvements were stopped 
owing to the lack of appropriations. 

Thousands of persons were thrown out of 
employment. A general renewal of public 
works would be a great reHef. any 
planters and merchants are ruined and can- 
not give employment. 

Gen. Davis says the latest reports show 
the disaster to be greater than he had an- 
ticipated and extends over the whole is- 
land. He !s doing everything in his power 
to alleviate the suffering and has every 
confidence in generous results from his ap- 
peals to the American people. Where pos- 
sible, the troops that lost their shelter in 
bo hurricane have been ordered to San 
uan. 

Mayaguez is suffering but slightly. All 
the vessels in the harbor are ashore.

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MORE MYSTERY IN FRANCE. 


The mystery of the Dreyfus case is deepened by the attempt 
upon Labori’s life, which is looked upon as a disaster not only 
to Dreyfus, but to France. 

The predictions of civil war so freely made by the -newspa- 
pers of Paris are not all wind. The French are excitable in the 
fairest political weather. Worked up as they are now there is 
no telling what mad plunge into chaos may follow: 

This view is rendered still more probable by the opinion of 
the ;.ondon Times’ correspondent: “I do not exaggerate the 
general impression,” he says, “when I affirm that with La- 
bori absent the bottom seems to have dropped out of the de- 
fense.”’ If this is true the unhappy man may be farther than 
ever from vindication and liberty. What may be in store for 
France is hinted at in this correspondent’s concluding words: 
‘The worst news would surprise nobody. For a reason which 
I am bound not to give, the event is a national calamity.” 

It may be questioned whether civil war, with all its horrors, 
with a possibility of foreign intervention, is not the only way 
to lift the country out of the pit of iniquity into which she 
has fallen. France might emerge from such a conflict shorn 
of all her power and influence, but it would give her an oppo- 
tunity to redeem her honor and recover moral health. 
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Every Judge‘in the United States who carries a free railroad 
pass should follow the example of Judge Beeman in returning 
all such passes. ‘‘Passes over railroads, given to members of 
the Legislature and Judges are granted for the same purpose, 
and that purpose is to influence those who accept them,” says 
Judge Beeman. It is not a great while since a distinguished 
railroad official declared that he would not feel safe in any 
railroad litigation brought in a court, the Judge of which had 
not been provided with a free pass.

CANNED CORN.—For this seleot fine, 
fresh corn.

Pack into jars, pressing it down closely, 
and fill to overflowing. Put on the tops and 
screw them down. Place them in a “White 
jar holder and pour in sufficient cold water 
to half cover the jarss Cover the boiler 
tightly, and’ boil continuously for three 
hours, watching carefully that there is 
sufficient water to make a full volume of 
steam. When done, lift out the jars and 
screw down the covers as tightly as pos- 
sible, stand aside to cool. en oold, 
sccew again, and keep in a dark, cool place. 


QUINCB HONEY.—Five nice quinces, 
pared and grated; one pint of water; five 
pounds of granulated sugar. Stir the grated 
quinces into the boiling sugar and water. 
‘Cook 15 minutes, pour into glasses, and let 
cool before covering. 


TOMATO PRESPRVE.—Select a half 
peck of fine, smooth, tomatoes, not over- 
ripe. Seald, peel and weigh them, and to 
each pound of tomatoes allow one pound 
of sugar, the juice and rind of half a lem- 
on. a small piece of ginger root cut into 
slices. Put all together in a porcelain-lined 
kettle. and simmer gently for three hours, 
then put carefully into tumblers or jars, 
and stand away to cool. ‘When cold, tle up 
as dtrected. 

TOMATOES (YHLLOW).—The small yel- 


low tomatoes, with an equal quantity of 


grated pineapple, and preserved according 
to the preceding recipe, omitting the lemon 
and ginger, make most delightful preserves.

CANNED UIMA BEANS.—Fill the jars, 


Winter. , 


.Tipe tomatoes and remove the skins, put 
them in a porcelain-lined kettle with -four 
ounds of apples pared, cored and quar- 
ered; stand over a moderate fire to cook 
slowly for one hour, stirring occasionally to 
prevent sticking, then add eight pounds of 
sugar, the juice of four lemons and one 
tablespoonful of powseres ginger. Cook 
and stir continually. until reduced to the 
consistenc of marmalade. Put in tumblers 
or jars. hen cold, tie up as directed, 


TOMATO FIGS.—Allow to six pounds of 
tomatoes three pounds of granulated sugar. 
Select those that are quite ripe, small and . 
smooth, Scald and remove the skins. Place 
ja layer of the tomatoes in the bottom of 


a porcelain-lined kettle, strew them quick- 
ly with the sugar, and place them over a 
moderate fire. Stew very gently until the 
Sugar appears to have thoroughly pene- 
trated the tomatoes. Lift them carefully, 
one at a time, with a spoen, spread them 
on dishes, and dry in the sun, sprinkling 
with granulated sugar several times while 
drying. When perfectly dry pack in jars 
with a layer of sugar between each layer of 
tomatoes. Care must be taken not to let 
rain or dew fall on them while drying. 


CANNED TOMATOES (Whole).—Gelect 
small, smooth, sound tomatoes. Pack them 
without peeling into widemouthed ars, fill 
the jars with cold water, and finish pre- 
cisely the same as lima beans, boiling only 
thirty Thinutes. Be sure that the cans are 
filled to overflowing with boiling water be- 
fore screwing on the tops, 


TO PICKLE MUSHROOMS.—The button 
mushrooms are the only ones suitable for 
this purpose. Cut the stems even with the 
gills, and wash them in cold water. Place 
them in an earthen jar and cover with a 
moderately strong brine, allowing them to 
stand in this for 48 hours in a cool place; 
then strain them thoroughly, and pack in 
fruit jars. Cover with vinegar prepared as 
follows: To each quart add one-half of a4 
grated nutmeg, one-half dram of ma 
one ounce of white pepper-corns and boi 
them 10 minu*es. Care must be taken to 
fill the jars so that the mushrooms may be 
well under the liquid. 

HORSDBRADISH SAUCE Those of you 
who like horseradish, but dislike its undue 
familjarity with the nose, should try sauce 
made by the following recipe: 

To a cup of grated horseradish add two 
tablespoons of sugar, a half tea n of 
Salt, a half cup of good, thick sweet cream. 
Mix these ingredients thoroughly, then add 
vinegar to taste. The result is a delicious 
sauce for roast meats.

Sarah Kountzmann lived at 7322 South 
Sixth etreet with her brothers, Gustave and 
Paul. She kept house for them on the sec- 
ond floor of the small frame house, The 
lower floor is occupied by Clement Kountz- 
mann, another brother, and his family. 5a- 
is a tall young woman, fully 5 feet 8 
inches in height, of large build and athletic. 
She was a prize member of the St. Louts 
Turnverein, whose clubhouse jis only two 
or three blocks from her home, and she wag 
devoted to its pleasures. She had kept 
house for her brothers ever since theit 
mother died. She had no men friends that 
her relatives know of, and, seemingly, she 
Wanted none. She lived in apparent con- 
tent with her brothers, They are all brass 
molders; they make good wages and they 
kept her supplied with money and such 
other things ae she wished. Her social 
life was identified with the Turners. She 
went to their athletic entertainments and 
their house parties, and was happy and con- 
tented, to all outward appearances. Her 
mother had left her some money, too, so 
she was independent, financially. She came 
and went as she pleased without restric-

HOW CROW WOULD CRUSH ’EM 


Trust Should Not Be Permitted to Be 
Formed, Says the Attorney- 
General. 


Attorney-General Edward C. Crow spent 
Tuesday in St. Louis. In conversation with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he made some 
suggestions which he thinks may be of 
value in the discussions of the anti-trust 


conventions that are to be held in St. Louls 
and Chicago. 

“I believe that the most profitable course 

to pursue in fighting trusts,”’ said he, “‘is 
to work along the line of checking their 
formation. would suggest that at the 
conferences an arrangement he _ entered 
into involving as many States as possible, 
looking «0 enactment of legislation that 
will act as a check to the formation of 
these gigantic industrial combinations. 
“In many States it may be possible to 
absolutely prohibit corporations other than 
those of a public and quasi-public charac- 
ner. When this cannot be done, it may be 
possible to secure legislation that will 
make every stockholder in a corporation 
liable for all its debts, just as in the case 
of partnerships. 

“lif a man worth a million knows that if 
he enters a combination he will be liable 
for all the debts of the corporation, he will 
not go into it. It would be impossible un- 
der such a rule to form a trust because 
capitalists would be afraid to put their 
money into it.’’

HIGGINS’ PLAN GOOD 


THE CENSUS OF ST. LOUIS WILL 
BE TAKEN IN BLOCKS. 


THE EXPERTS APPROVE OF IT. 


Census Department at Washington 
Adopts the Suggestion of the St. 
Louis Supervisor. 


The Census Department at Washington 
has approved the plan of Census Super- 
visor J. S. Higgins of this city to enumer- 
ate the population of St. Louis by city 
blocks. 

Every block in the city will be numbered 
under this scheme and Supervisor Higgins 
believes that a careful canvass of every 
building in the city will be made easy by 
it, because the plan will permit of a sys- 
tem of checking that will prevent con- 
fusion and insure accuracy. 

The block scheme of census taking will 
be an innovation in St. Louis. The city 
has never yet been canvassed by census 
agents after that method.. It has for many 
years been a custom in St. Louis to divide 
the city into districts and assign each dis- 
trict to an agent, giving him full authority

to proceed about the enumeration upon any 
plan he might chose. He could work at 
one end of his district one day and jump 
to the other the next. It is claimed by 
Mr. Higgins that this method was exceed- 
ingly faulty because the work of the 
agents could not be checked with any de- 
gree of satisfaction. He says that while a 
census taken under this plan might be ac- 
curate, the supervisor could never be as- 
sured that it was. 

A census expert, who has also had much 


experience in city directory work, said 
Monday in discussing the block plan: 
“My experience convinces me that Su- 


ervisor Higgins has adopted the only plan 

y which an accurate enumeration of St. 
Louis’ population can be obtained. It is 
the; one plan that permits of systemization 
and that is a condition precedent to an ac- 
cufate census. If a supervisor cannot put 
h work on a systematic basis, he will 
sbon face confusion and, in the end, will 
eel that his census may be, after all his 
ring and trouble, merely an approxima- 
tion. 

‘The supervisor, under the block plan, 
knows just what each of his agents is do- 
ing, and where he begins and ends every 
day of his work. He can tell at any time 
what part of a certain block has been 
visited by the agent, and how much more 
of it remains to be covered. His books 
are easily kept up to date, and he always 
knows just where he Is. If the agent miss- 
es a number in his block the discrepancy 
will appear somewhere in his daily report, 
and the supervisor will learn of it on the 
check-up. The agent may then in- 
structed to complete the work he has left 
undone. 

The block system admits of no clash- 
ing of districts. Every district has a cer- 
tain number of of blocks which are spe- 
cifically named, and the agent in charge of 
the district is responsible for their enum- 
eration. Neither a duplicate nor an in- 
sufficient census is possible. 

‘There are other objections to the old 
plan of enumeration besides the difficulty 
of Gnectene the work systematically. Usu- 
ally a whole street made up a district. That 
worked well enough in the middle of a block 
but what was to be done at corners, where 
large buildings faced on two streets. There 
was plainly a clash of duty. If both men 
took the large building it was a duplicate 
census. If neither too kit, it was insuffi- 
cient. This condition cannot arise under 
Mr. Higgins’ plan, for each district is com- 
pense of blocks, and streets form no part 


GOVERNMENT NOT TO BLAME. 
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Ratchford Reviews the Mining Trou- 
bles in Idaho. 
COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 16.—President M. 
D. Ratchford of the United Mine Workers 
and a member of the Subcommittee on 
Mines and Mining of the Industrial Com- 


mission, which has just investigated the 
recent mining troubles at Wardner, Ida., in 
an interview declares that the national 
government is in no way to blame for the 
unfortunate state of affairs at Wardner. 

“Gov. emg gt | of Idaho and his Audi- 
tor of State, Mr. Sinclair, Dr. France and 
others who are acting under him are, be- 
yond any shadow of doubt, the only par- 
ties to whom this culpable wrong can prop- 
erly be charged,”’ said Mr. Ratchford. 

“In troubles of this kind, where life and 
property have been taken and destroyed, 
every g00d citizen must agree that the ex- 
ecutive of a State has a duty to perform. 
It is his right and duty to restore law and 
order; to Suarantee every citizen of the 
commonwealth fullest protection to their 
lives and property; to give to those who 
are charged with offense against the laws 
a fair and impartial trial, and to bring 
all criminals to justice. This far the State 
should go, and no further.

MEAT GOING HIGHER. 


New York Retail Butchers Forced to 
Increase the Price. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The general com- 
mittee of the Greater New York Retaifl 
Butchers’ Association met last night and 
decided that an advance of at least 3 cents 


per pound in the price of meat was imper- 
atively neceseary to protect retailers 
against a heavy loss from the sharp ad- 
vance in wholesale rates. In most retail 
stores the advance .has already been put 
into operation, but the action of the com- 
mittee will make it universal. and no hope 
is held out that the increase in price wiil 
be only temporary. The Consolidated Ice 
Co. has increased the price of ice to smal] 
consumers from 2 cente to 30 cents per 100 
pounds. It is not unlikely that the price 
will be still further increased. 


BRYAN CN THE ISSUES 


LINKS ANTI-IMPERIALISM WITH 
SILVER. 


SPEECH TO (OWA DEMOCRATS. 


Claims That the Philippine Question 
Is of the Highest Im- . 
portance. 


DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 16.—William J. 
Bryan declared in his speech here that the 
Chicago platform, like the inaugural ad- 
dress of Thomas Jefferson, was built for all 
time. He said: ‘‘We need not repudiate a 
syllable Or idea of it. But when new and 
important issues arise we can take them 
into the family and make the campaign 
upon them without apologizing for any past 

_, 

Mr. Bryan associated an anti-trust decla- 
ration with the movement against imperial- 
ism, and said these issues would be para- 

ount next year. 
merry new danger of the trusts,’’ he said, 
‘has just been developed. When a trust 

ets control of all the factories in a given 

fine and the hands of one factory strike, 
the trust will close that one establishment 
and make its goods at the others. When 
the workmen at that place are starved to 
the point of working for any wages of- 
fered, that factory will be reopened and 
the lockout to reduce wages will be in- 
auguraied at another factory.’’ 

Mr. Bryan closed his speech by a lengthy 
discussion of imperialism. The difference, 
he said, between a Republic and an em- 
pire is this: A Republic needs an army of 
95.000 for 70,000,000 people; an empire needs 
four times that large an army when 10,- 
000,000 population is added. 

‘This suits the young men who get fat 
jobs in the army, but not the peopie who 
pay the $15,000,000 a year needed to maintain 
the soldiers in the Philippines."’ 

Mr. Bryan gave figures to show that Eng- 
land and other nations do not colonize rap- 
idly, and said that with 2 people to the 
square mile in America and 60 to the mile 
in the Philippines, there is no opportunity 
there. 

He then took up the silver question, say- 
ing prosperity did not set in until six 
months after the election, when the Klon- 
dike gold mines began to be heard from. 

‘The Republicans who claim that times 
are better because the balance of trade is in 
favor of the United States give away their 
own position and admit the Democratic 
view of the quantitative character of 
money is correct. 

‘The 6,500,000 voters of the Democratic 
party in 1896 were for silver. The 7,000,000 
Republican voters were for a_ platform 
which called for international bimetallism. 
Only the Palmer-Buckner voters were for 
the gold standard—less than 1 per cent— 
yet now the Iowa Republican platform goes 
a step farther and is for gold alone. More- 
over, the Republicans threaten to retire 
the greenbacks, though they have never 
been before the people on that issue.’’ 


“TO TRIUMPHANT PEACE.” 


The President Again Stands by the 
Old Flag. 

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 16.—Presi- 
dent McKinley made an address to the 
Catholic Summer School at Cliff Haven, in 
which he said: 

‘‘Whatever the Government of the United 
States has been able to accomplish since 
I last met you here has been because the 
hearts of the people have been with the 
Government of the United States. 

“Our patriotism is neither sectional nor 
sectarian. We may differ in our political 
and religious beliefs, but we are united for 
our country. 

**‘Loyalty to the government is our nation- 
al creed. We follow, all of us, one flag. 
It symbolizes our purposes and our aspira- 
tions; it represents what we believe and 
what we mean to maintain, and wherever 
it floats it is the flag of the free, the hope 
of the oppressed, and, wherever it is as- 
sailed, at any sacrifice it will be carried to 
a triumphant peace. 


‘‘We have more flags here than we ever 
— before. They are in evidence every- 
where. 


‘I saw them carried by the little ones on 
your lawn, and as long as they carry these 
flags in their little hands there will be 
patriotism in their hearts. 

“That flag now floats from the homes of 
the milllons—ever from our places of wor- 
ship—it is seen from our school houses, 
from ‘the shops, the factories, the mining 
towns; and it waves from the camp of the 

foneer in the distant outpost, and on the 
umberman’s hut in the dense forest. It is 
found in the home of the humblest toiler, 
and what it represents is dear to his heart. 

‘*Rebellion may delay, but {t can never 
defeat its blessed mission of liberty and 
humanity. Thank you again for this most 
cordial and gracious greeting.’’
